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Nature’s Wonderlands Invite You to Relax... Enjoy... Explore 


For you drive-awhile, stop-awhile vacationers, there are 
more than 200 areas administered by the National Park 
Service of the United States Department of the Interior— 
most of them within easy driving distance of some major 
city. For your enjoyment, there is a wide choice of scenic, 
historic, and recreational areas from coast to coast. 

Set aside—just for you and the seagulls—are lonely 
stretches of the great barrier reefs of the Atlantic coast 
protected in four magnificent seashores at Cape Cod, Fire 
Island, Assateague Island, and Cape Hatteras. At Padre 
island National Seashore, Texas, there are 84 miles of 
beach from which to choose your spot to fish, or camp, or 
swim. On the Pacific coast is Point Reyes National Sea- 
shore, California, with its white sandy beaches, offshore 
rocks, high cliffs, and even pastoral scenes with forested 
groves for hikes and picnics. Olympic National Park’s 50- 
mile ocean strip offers one of the most wildly primitive 
stretches of seacoast in the nation. 

In National Parks iike Yellowstone, Yosemite, and Isle 
Royale are vignettes of primitive America—lying just be- 
yond the wilderness threshold—where every National Park 
becomes a wildlife sanctuary. Here, every boy and girl and 
grownup, too, has a chance to see in its natural habitat, in 
the same field or along the same path, with no fence in 
between, a deer, an antelope, a bison or an elk, a mother

bear and cubs, a chipmunk or a porcupine. Here, a friendly 
ground squirrel may stop to take your offering, unafraid; or 
a mountain goat at Glacier may brush right by, disdainful of 
your right to share his path. 

Grand Canyon, Glacier, the Great Smoky Mountains— 
these and many other National Parks will help you under- 
stand the slow processes which have carved and shaped 
our earth and clothed it with plant and animal life. 

The cliff dwellings and mesa-top pueblos of Mesa Verde 
and other Southwest sites give us glimpses of people who 
lived here long before the coming of the first European. 

Within the National Park System lies the whole range of 
our colonial and national history. There are early Spanish 
forts in Florida and Puerto Rico, and old Spanish missions 
in New Mexico and Arizona. Fort Raleigh commemorates 
the first English attempt to settle the New World; and, not 
far away, is Jamestown where English settlement succeeded. 

Great historic moments are suspended in time at Inde- 
pendence Hall and Independence Square where a nation 
was born—where you may touch the Liberty Bell—and 
where the Constitution was written. You may feel the cool, 
smooth surface of a cannon that once glowed with the heat 
of battle, or stand on the same spot where history was 
made at Jamestown and Yorktown, at Lexington and Con- 
cord, at Gettysburg and Appomattox.

Telling the story of the adventure, hardship, and initia- 
tive of the pioneers who settled the Far West, is the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial in St. Louis with its awe- 
inspiring arch soaring into the sky. 

At these and scores of other parks, you may review the 
highlights of our past, be caught up in the exciting events 
of other days and other times, and share the victories and 
tragedies, the bitter hardships and glorious triumphs of the 
men who created America and made it great.

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ACADIA (Maine) 


“A coastline where inland beauty is held in 
the grasp of wild ocean power.’’ Turn off 
U.S. 1 at Ellsworth onto State 3 to Bar 
Harbor and other Mt. Desert Island towns. 
Only in a lifetime can you see Acadia in all 
its moods, but you may capture its essence 
in a few hours via the Park Loop—crashing 
green waves and swirling kelp—lakes and 
cranberry bogs and spruce forests so quiet 
that only the wind makes sound—Cadillac 
Mountain, the highest point on the Atlantic 
coast—Anemone Cave, waveworn 82 feet 
into hardrock—and granite cliffs 800 feet 
high. Camp at Blackwoods and Seawall. 
Swim (if you enjoy 50° water), take hard 
hikes or easy strolls, or cast a line in deep 
salt water. 


CRATER LAKE (Oregon) 


The deep blue of Crater Lake is almost as 
incredible as its exceptional depth—1,900 
feet. Only six lakes in the world are deeper. 
Green meadows and forests now cover the 
once bleak volcanic landscape. The 35- 
mile Rim Drive reveals the story of the 
natural forces that created all this beauty. 
Wizard Island—a volcano within a volcano 
—is reached by boat and a climb to the 
760-foot summit. Then hike down into the 
crater—90 feet deep and 300 feet wide. 
Launch trips around the lake give a close- 
up view of the inside of a volcano and of 
the multicolored lava cliffs—even more 
impressive when viewed from below. The 
Phantom Ship will remind you of a ship 
under sail in waters made even bluer by 
their closeness.

BRYCE CANYON (Utah)

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GRAND CANYON (arizona) 


It is the dimension of time that dominates 
the Grand Canyon scene. It took 7 million 
years for the Colorado River—with further 
sculpturing by rain and melting snow—to 
carve this magnificent chasm in the grad- 
ually rising crust of the earth—a record 
reaching nearly to the earth’s beginning. 
Don’t confine your exploration to the rims 
of the canyon—you will miss too much. 
Even with only a day or two, take one of the 
shorter mule trips, or a brief hike into the 
canyon on Bright Angel or Kaibab Trail. 
Looking into the canyon is one kind of thrill. 
Looking out is an entirely different experi- 
ence. One of the major attractions of Grand 
Canyon is the Phantom Ranch trip—a 2- 
day adventure by way of the inner gorge 
and an hour’s ride by muleback along the 
river. A visit to the Havasupai Indian 
Reservation in Havasu Canyon deep in the 
westernmost end of the park is also re-

warding. Adjoining the park on the west is 
Grand Canyon National Monument, a 
primitive area of about 310 square miles. 


LAKE MEAD NATIONAL 

RECREATION AREA (Arizona & Nevada) 
An area of more than 3,000 square miles, 
with two man-made lakes surrounded by 
a rugged terrain of colorful deserts, deep 
canyons, and lofty plateaus. Lake Mead, 
formed by Hoover Dam, is a major recrea- 
tion area in the Southwest. With a shore- 
line more than 550 miles long, it has wide 
sandy beaches, shadowed coves, and 
steep canyon walls. Lake Mohave, formed 
behind Davis Dam, is also popular for boat- 
ing, water-skiing, swimming, fishing, and 
camping. Here you will find sandy beaches, 
quiet coves, interesting geological forma- 
tions, Indian petroglyphs on canyon walls, 
and desert wildlife.

GREAT SMOKY MOUNTAINS 


(North Carolina & Tennessee) 


In 800 square miles of virtually unspoiled 
mountain wilderness, over a million visi- 
tors camp, fish, hike, and explore each 
summer. From the dense vegetation that 
covers the mountains, a bluish smokelike 
haze almost continuously arises, from 
which the Great Smokies get their name. 
On a clear day, a spectacular view of the 
entire park can be had from the observa- 
tion tower atop 6,642-foot Clingmans 
Dome—only a half-mile hike from the road. 
By automobile you will want to take the 
11-mile loop road to Cades Cove, a restored 
pioneer complex of open fields, home- 
steads, frame churches, and an operating

grist mill. Visit the Cherokee Indian Village 
and later see ‘‘Unto These Hills,’’ the 
drama of the Cherokee Indians. Along the 
crest of some of the highest peaks of the 
Smokies, is a 71-mile section of the famed 
Appalachian Trail which stretches from 
Maine to Georgia. Accessible only by foot 
or horse, Le Conte Lodge offers the only 
concessioner. operated accommodations 
within park boundaries. Campgrounds— 
some primitive and others developed—are 
available for your enjoyment on a first 
come first served basis. Gatlinburg offers 
a colorful change of pace as well as nearby 
accommodations.

KINGS CANYON AND SEQUOIA 
(California) 


These two magnificent parks—the Gemini 
of the National Park Service—lie across the 
heart of the Sierra Nevada. In both parks 
you will be impressed by the size of things. 
At Sequoia is the General Sherman Tree— 
272 feet high and 101.6 feet around— 
largest and one of the oldest living forms 
of life in existence. At Kings Canyon, visit 
the General Grant and Redwood Mountain 
Groves. Both parks may be reached by the 
Generals Highway which winds through the 
giant sequoia belt. Mount Whitney, 14,495 
feet, soars in contrast to the mile deep 
canyons of Kings River. Just half-a-day’s 
journey beyond the roads, there is trout 
fishing in almost every lake and stream. 
Here, time drops away and asense of peace 
and tranquility prevails. -

LASSEN VOLCANIC (California) 


Fretfully, the land of Lassen sleeps at the 
tip of the great Cascades—at the edge of a 
vast region of lava fields and ancient vol- 
canoes that once colored countless sun- 
sets with dust and steam. Mount Shasta is 
part of this volcanic world, and Mount 
Rainier and Mount Mazama that gave birth 
to Crater Lake. Linger awhile and enjoy this 
landscape of contrasts: the evidence of 
violent days softened by time and the 
charm of living things. Will there be more 
eruptions? This is a question that cannot 
be readily answered. Lassen Peak is a dor- 
mant volcano, but geologists believe there 
are possibilities of future eruptions. The 
last one was in 1914. Camp here in sum- 
mer. Ski here in winter. Enjoy its beauty in 
all seasons.

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MOUNT RAINIER (Washington) 


A few miles west of the crest of the Cascade 
Range, Mount Rainier rises 14,410 feet— 
the most superb landmark of the Pacific 
Northwest. A gleaming mantle of glacial 
ice on the upper slopes of this now dor- 
mant volcano conceals all but its most 
rugged peaks and ridges. In delightful con- 
trastto this bold landscape are flower-filled 
alpine meadows and deep forests of the 
lower slopes. Looking for wilderness ad- 
venture? The Wilderness Trail takes a 90- 
mile around-the-mountain route, winding 
through snowfields, meadows, and forests. 
Shelter cabins are at convenient locations.

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ROCKY MOUNTAIN (Colorado) 


Symbolizing Rocky Mountain National Park 
are the bighorn (mountain sheep) seen 
near Milner Pass and in Horseshoe Park. 
You may also see elk, beaver, and the gold- 
en eagle, for Rocky Mountain like all other 
National Parks is a wildlife sanctuary. 
Towering peaks, flowered meadows, alpine 
lakes, sculptured mountain valleys, plung- 
ing streams, and the wild creatures that 
live amidst this splendor are all yours to 
enjoy. Rocky Mountain is an all-year park— 


the center of winter activities is Hidden 
Valley, 10 miles west of Estes Park. Trail 
Ridge Road follows a trail used by the Utes 
and Arapahoes. From this road you can 
see many of the 107 named peaks in the 
park that are over 11,000 feet in elevation. 
Longs Peak is the highest at 14,256 feet. 
The headquarters of the park is located in 
the town of Estes Park, and tothe south- 
west is Shadow Mountain National Recrea- 
tion Area and Arapaho National Forest. 


SHENANDOAH (Virginia) 


Leave your car at one of the overlooks or 
visitor-use areas, and hike or ride horse- 
back along the trail. At night, take time to 
. look down on the twinkling lights of Luray 
in Shenandoah Valley, or to see the stars 
through crystal clear air. On a rainy day, 
watch the fog roll in like a tidal wave; ona 
sunny day, see the cloud shadows sweep 
across the valley. Skyline Drive winds for 
105 miles through Shenandoah National 
Park—twisting along the Blue Ridge high- 
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The park has over 200 miles of foot trails, ~ 
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ows offer accommodations in addition to 
developed, and primitive campsites. Addi- 
tional campgrounds are at Lewis Mountain 
and Loft Mountain. Between October 10 
and 20, Shenandoah puts on its most 
lavish display of fall colors. 
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An autumn drive in Shenandoah will long be remembered.

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WATERTON-GLACIER 
(Alberta & Montana) 


On the leisurely traveler, the hiker, and the 
horseback rider, Glacier bestows its 
greatest gifts. Venture far afield—explore 
glaciers, climb divides for extraordinary 
views, catch glimpses of wildlife, search for 
and find the best fishing, and spend rest- 
ful days in places of inspirational beauty. 
Without the burden of camping equipment 
take a day-long hike trip to Sperry or 
Granite Park Chalets where meals and 
overnight accommodations are available 
(unaccessible by auto). Scenic Going-to- 
the-Sun Highway links the east and west 
sides of the park and crosses the Conti- 
nental Divide at Logan Pass. Adjoining 
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Glacier on the north is Canada’s Waterton 
Lakes National Park. Together they form 
the Waterton Glacier International Peace 
Park, the first in the world to cross an 
international boundary. 


YOSEMITE (California) 


One of the best high views in Yosemite is 
from Glacier Point where you can look far 
across the crest of the lofty Sierra Nevada 
or down into Yosemite Valley. Across the 
valley, the Upper Yosemite Falls drops 
1,430 feet, and then the Lower cascades 
another 320 feet. Across Merced Canyon, 
you will see Vernal and Nevada Falls, 
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famous Half Dome, North Dome, the Royal 
Arches, and Washington Column. Yosemite 


is also the home of three important groves 


of giant sequoias: the Mariposa, the 
Merced, and Tuolumne Groves. Most pop- 
ular area in the park is the 7-square-mile 
Yosemite Valley, famous for its sheer walls, 
waterfalls, and towering domes and peaks 
high above the valley floor. Center of activ- 
ity in the high country is the beautiful 
Tuolumne Meadows, 8,600 feet high, the 
largest subalpine meadow in the High 
Sierra. Here there is a large campground 
and a full-scale naturalist program, in- 
cluding ranger naturalist guides on 7-day 
hiking trips along the High Sierra loop. 
Scheduled saddle trips also operate from 
here. 
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GRAND TETON (wyoming) 


A float trip down the Snake River is just 
about the ideal way to see the park. Climb 
onto a large rubber raft (capacity 18) 
steered by boatmen operating giant pad- 
dles at bow and stern. Glide noiselessly 
past dense forests on either side, bird-and- 
animal watching all the way, until you come 
out into the open reaches of Jackson Hole 
and the familiar panorama of the rugged 
snow-capped Teton Range that fills the 
western horizon. Grand Teton Lodge offers 
a comfortable base of operations for pack 
trips into the high country. Colter Bay Vil- 
lage on the forested shore of Jackson Lake 
is a self-contained camping community 
providing many visitor services. It is not 
unusual to find each member of a family 
doing something different on a given day— 
one going to mountain climbing school, 
another on an all-day hike, still another 
sightseeing Jackson Lake from a boat, and 
another ona packtrip to Alaska Basin.

YELLOWSTONE 
(Wyoming, Montana & Idaho) 


Yellowstone is not only the mighty surge of 
Old Faithful’s periodic eruptions, the merry 
plop, plop of the paint pots, nor the angry 
convulsions of the Black Dragon’s Caldron. 
It is also the Grand Canyon of the Yellow- 
stone River—24 miles of twisting, sheer 
rock walls, 1,200 feet deep, tinted with red 
and every shade of yellow visible to man, 
from the palest to the most brilliant orange. 
It is also Yellowstone Lake whose blue 
waters are fed by snow from forested 
mountains that surround intimately most 
of its 110-mile shoreline. Within, its 3,472 
square miles is one of the greatest wildlife 
sanctuaries in the world. Here, the Ameri- 
can elk, the moose, deer, pronghorn, coy- 
cte, and bison roam unconcernedly over 
the mountainsides and meadows. And 
along the roadside, the ubiquitous black 
bear beg for handouts. Only a small per- 
centage of the park is developed. From 
any point along the busy Grand Loop Road, 
you may walk 300 yards and feel com- 
pletely detached from anything manmade. 
It is as well renowned for its beauty as for 
the fighting blackspotted or cutthroat trout 
that have made it one of the most famous 
fishing areas in the country. More than a 
thousand miles of well-marked backcoun- 
try trails are waiting for your next hike or 
wilderness packtrip by horseback—try 
them for a rewarding experience.

ZION (Utah) 


The Mormons named this region Zion, ‘‘the 
heavenly city of God.’’ They reminded can- 
yon visitors that the journey into the narrow 
canyon here, with its ‘‘towering temples of 
stone,” or ‘‘houses not built with hands,”’ 
should be something of a soul-stirring ex- 
perience. Thousands have attested that it 
is. Driving along the road up to Zion 
Canyon and the Temple of Sinawava—a 
distance of 8 miles—is a constantly chang- 
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ing panorama of varicolored cliffs rising 
from the valley floor: Towers of the Virgin, 
Altar of Sacrifice, the Beehives, the Twin 
Brothers, Mountain of the Sun, and the 
Great White Throne. The Zion-Mount Car- 
mel Highway with its tunnels and switch- 
backs climbs from the Virgin River. Park 
trails take you to natural wonders not ac- 
cessible except by foot, and horseback 
trips will get you into the backcountry. 
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... AND ALSO THERE ARE THESE NATIONAL PARKS TO ENJOY 


Today there are 32 National Parks in 
the United States. The ones described 
on the preceding pages were selected 
on the basis of popularity indicated by 
the number of annual visitors. Below is 
given a brief description of the others. 
Each is unique and every bit as worthy 
of your visit as those already described. 
Put them on your next vacation list— 
you will not be disappointed. 


BIG BEND (Texas) 


Three times—in a great bend 107 miles 
long—the Rio Grande cuts through can- 
-yons 1,500 feet deep. The wild grandeur 
of the park matches the scenery of Mexico 
across the border. Minimum exploring 
should include at least 3 days. 


CANYONLANDS (Utah) 


Here you will find weirdly eroded rocks, 
towering spires, mesas rising more than 
7,800 feet, also extensive and sometimes 
large petroglyphs chipped by prehistoric 
Indians nearly 1,000 years ago. America’s 
newest national park, established 1964, 
will always remain a wilderness park re- 
quiring—except for approach roads and 
overlooks—a horse, a mule, a boat, a good 
pair of legs, or now and then, a 4-wheel- 
drive vehicle. 


CARLSBAD CAVERNS (New Mexico) 


The largest underground chambers yet 
discovered. Walking distance for the com- 
plete tour is 3 miles and takes 4 hours. 
Most strenuous is the first 134 miles, where 
the trail descends 829 feet and thenclimbs 
80 feet to the underground lunchroom. 


EVERGLADES (Florida) 


The largest remaining subtropical wilder- 
ness in the United States with extensive 
fresh and saltwater areas, open Ever- 
glades prairies, mangrove forests, and 
abundant wildlife, including rare and color- 
ful birds. Take a 38-mile trip over the paved 
road and explore some of the places at the 
ends of the short spur roads. There also 
are autocades and boat-a-cades manned 
by skilled skippers who know the intricate 
waterways. 


HALEAKALA (Hawaii) 


Now dormant, Haleakala (House of the 
Sun) Volcano forms the eastern part of the 
Island of Maui. Your 1¥%-hour drive from 
the airport at sea level to the summit will 
follow the highest paved road in Hawaii. 
The view from the summit is one of the 
most spectacular in the world. 


HAWAII VOLCANOES (Hawaii) 


Within the park, on the Island of Hawaii, 
are two of the most active volcanoes in the 


' world. The new 19-mile extension of the 


Chain of Craters Road now connects Kilauea 
Volcano’s summit with the seacoast at 
Kalapana. 


HOT SPRINGS (Arkansas) 


Renowned for its therapeutic baths. And 
as a recreation area, Hot Springs offers 
numerous and varied attractions—motor- 
ing, horseback riding, and golf. On Lakes 
Catherine, Hamilton, and Ouachita: motor- 
boating, sailing, canoeing, and fishing. 


ISLE ROYALE (Michigan) 


No road! No cars! You must hike or go by 
boat. Camping at Isle Royale is for those 
who truly love the outdoors. The solitude 
of wilderness trails and vistas of wave- 
swept shores will long be remembered. 


MAMMOTH CAVE (Kentucky) 


An all-day trip (7 miles—7 hours) takes you 
the entire length of the cave. A ride ina 
flat-bottomed boat on the Echo River, 360 
feet below the surface, is impressively 
mysterious. There’s lots to see on the sur- 
face, too. 


MESA VERDE (Colorado) 


Here you can see Indian ruins of many dif- 
ferent types, ranging in style from simple 
pithouses of around A.D. 500 to cliff dwell- 
ings of the 1200’s. Largest and most fa- 
mous of the cliff dwellings is Cliff Palace, 
while the best preserved is Spruce Tree 
House. Cliff dwellings may be viewed from 
two self-guiding loop roads—total 12 miles. 


MOUNT McKINLEY (Alaska) 


Approximately 100 miles ofimproved 
gravel road will carry you in reasonable 
comfort through the tundra and mountain 
wilderness of the park. Several fine foot 
trails radiate from McKinley Park Hotel. 
Mighty Mount McKinley is the principal 
scenic feature of the park—rising a ma- 
jestic 20,320 feet. 


OLYMPIC (Washington) 


In the valleys of the Hoh, Quinault, and 
Queets rivers are the famous rain forests 
of the Olympic Peninsula. Along the Pacific 
coast is a 50-mile strip of primitive sea- 
shore. In the high country there are 600 
miles of trails for exploring alpine mead- 
ows, glaciers, lakes, and streams. Dominat- 
ing the entire park is lofty Mount Olympus. 


PETRIFIED FOREST (Arizona) 


The many points of interest are along a 
road extending 28 miles from Painted 
Desert on the north to Rainbow Forest on 
the south. Great logs, countless broken 
sections and fragments of agate and jasper 
tie on the ground. There are Indian ruins 
and petroglyphs; and parts of the Painted 
Desert are included in the park. 


PLATT. (Oklahoma) 


In America’s smallest national park, about 
1.5 square miles in area, there are a variety 
of freshwater springs, cold mineral water 
springs, sparkling streams, wooded val- 
leys, and gently rolling grass-covered hills. 
An 8-mile Perinveter Drive provides a 
scenic view of the primary features. 


VIRGIN ISLANDS (St. John Island, V.1.) 


St. John is the most beautiful and least dis- 


’ turbed of the three major American Virgin 


Islands. It provides scenic mountain trails, 
lush woodlands, and quiet coves. Not only 
a tropical paradise, the island tells the 
story of Caribbean settlement and life. 


WIND CAVE (South Dakota) 


Part of America’s prairieland is here pro- 
tected. Strong currents of air that blow 
alternately in and out of the cave sug- 
gested the park’s name. One of the main 
attractions of the park’s 44 square miles 
of rolling wooded and plains country is its 
bison herd.

THE INTERSTATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM 


The National System of Interstate and Defense Highways, 
commonly known as the Interstate System, is furnishing the 
United States with an easy-to-drive highway facility that is 
shrinking distances, opening up new travel vistas, and sav- 
ing lives and money. 

About 22,000 miles of the 41,000-mile network of free- 
ways that ultimately will connect most of the nation’s metro- 
politan and industrial centers are open to traffic. Another 
6,300 miles are under construction, while preliminary engi- 
neering work or right-of-way acquisition is underway on an 
additional 11,100 miles. 

When completed, the system will constitute slightly over 
one percent of the country’s 3.6 million miles of roads and 
stree*>. but will carry over 20 percent of all motor vehicle 
traff.. It will permit drivers to travel coast-to-coast and 
border-to-border without encountering a traffic signal or 
stop sign on highways designed and built for safety. 

Because of its controlled access, limiting entrance and 
exit to planned interchanges, and its medians, sweeping 
curves, easy grades and long-sight distances, the system is

two-and-a-half to three times safer than conventional high- 
ways. Itis estimated that when the system is fully opened to 
traffic, it will be responsible for saving 8,000 lives annually. 
With over half of the system now in use, it already is saving 
4,000 lives a year. 

The built-in safety features, coupled with greater motor- 
ing and less driving tension, give new freedom and new 
speed to the movement of people and goods. Business and 
vacation travel take less time than formerly. Deliveries are 
faster and trucking operations more productive, and as a 
result, Interstate routes are important aspects of the pro- 
duction and distribution lines of industry. Farm products 
move quicker and with less loss of quality. 

Vacationers using the Interstate System find that driving 
long distances is not necessarily a fatiguing chore. Their 
choice of vacation areas is widened, and they are now able 
to visit more of the country’s recreational areas, historic 
shrines, and outdoor beauty spots. 

Driving on the Interstate is pleasurable driving because 
of the beauty of design, landscaping, and roadside control. 
Safety rest areas, equipped with comfort facilities, are pro- 
vided at frequent intervals. Although Federal law prohibits 
commercial facilities within the right-of-way, information 
signs advise travelers of nearby gas stations, restaurants, 
and motels as they approach interchanges. 

The system is bringing many advantages to urban as well 
as rural areas. Routes are going into and through the large 
cities, helping to alleviate today’s traffic jams and speeding 
commuters and shoppers from the suburbs. Circumferential 
or belt routes link the suburbs and take through traffic 
around the larger cities, separating it from traffic headed 
downtown. Smaller cities and towns are bypassed, thereby 
removing through traffic from congested main streets and 
freeing them for more profitable local traffic. However, 
access is provided to the Interstate System. 

Interstate users, whose taxes pay for the construction of 
the system, are reaping benefits of almost $4 billion a year 
due to lower operating, time, and accident costs. In 1973 
when the system is scheduled to be completed, the user 
benefits are expected to total $11 billion a year. 

Planning began in 1941 when a National Interregional 
Highway Committee was appointed by President Roosevelt 
to make a study. In 1943, Congress directed the Bureau 
of Public Roads aiso to study the need for a nationwide 
expressway system. Asa result of those studies, Congress in 
1944 authorized the Interstate System. But it was not until 
1956 that full-scale construction was launched, with 
substantial Federal financing. The Federal Government con- 
tributes 90 percent of the cost, with States providing the 
remaining 10 percent. According to an estimate submitted to 
Congress in 1965, the cost of the system will be $46.8 billion.
